T. SUMMARY OF EXAMINER'S OFFICE ACTION: 

Responding to Applicant's Amendment "A" filed on March 31, 2005, Examiner made this 
Office Action Final. 

In this Action, Examiner allowed Claims 4-11. 

Claims 13 and 14 were noted as rejected. This rejection was based on newly cited 
Reference I (U.S. Patent No. 4,601,221-Kalkbrenner). 

H. SUMMARY OF APPLICANT'S RESPONSE: 

As set out in 37 CFR 1.11 6(b), Applicant now cancels Claims 1 3 and 14 to place the

application in condition for allowance. 

Certainly, the newly cited reference (Kalkbrenner) provides better support for rejecting 
Claim 13 than Examiner's two previously cited references. It is unfortunate that Examiner first 
Action did not cite Kalkbrenner thus allowing Applicant to distinguish (or at least try) the 
structure set out in Claim 13 from the Kalkbrenner structure. 

Applicant resubmits that Examiner's has provided no basis for rejection of Claim 14. The 
Wang reference does not teaches or even suggests Applicant's swivel element "offset" structure 
precisely defined in Claim 14. The two mating surfaces of Wang are flat. The flat surfaces of the 
reference Wang do not teach Applicant's offset surfaces. Regardless, because of limited 
resources Applicant's feels that his money is better spent elsewhere than on continued patent 
prosecution. 

As required by 37 CFR 1 . 121(c) the text of each pending claims is set out below 
(Pages 4-9) and attached to the LISTING of CLAIMS (pages 3).
